MEXICAN RELIGIOUS CRISIS 


Mexico has gone through the first 


throes of her religious crisis with com- 
mendable 
restraint. 
Extensive rioting 


•was forecast when the Catholic church 
announced suspension of services 
last 


Sunday as a protest against the Mexican 
government's announcement of the na- 
tionalization of church property in Mexi- 
co. However, the day passed in compar- 
ative quiet, -with only a few minor fric- 
tions here and there, and a peaceful 
•demonstration of the Federation of Labor 
in support of the government's policy. 
'. 
The trouble in Mexico is, of course, of 


;no concern to the United States. 
Col- 


lisions between church and state, there as 
•'in other countries, are matters purely do- 
'meetic. 
The disturbance will naturally 


1 excite religious and secular sympathies 
in this-country.-but nationally or official- 
Uy we cannot take cognizance of it. It is 
of Mexican origin and it must be settled 
by the Mexicans themselves. 


The impasse between church and state 


which has arisen is the product of nearly 
a century of antagonism. "At the^ close 
of the eighteenth century, the Catholic 
church was all-powerful politically in 
Mexico. 
Its control of the government 


• was complete. Practically no reforms of 
any kind had taken place for the social 
and economic improvement of the coun- 
try. 
Popular education had not been in- 


'troduced. 
Gradually, 
however. 
re- 


form leaders sought to lift Mexico out of ' 
the darkness in which it was traveling. 
These reform movements in the beginning 
were not at >tt directed toward separa- 
tion of church and state, nor were they 
anti-Catholic. Rather, they were the man- 
ifestations of discontent with autocratic 
political authority and with the suppres- 
sion of popular rights and opportunities. 
'Eventually 
these 
agitations for 
im- 


provement 
of 
the 
conditions 
of the 


masses and for freer institutions led to a 
'demand for separation of church and 
'state. 
By the year 1850. this demand 


(had become an acute issue in Mexico. The 
radicals were rapidly -gaining strength 
'and in 1857. under the provisions of the 
'constitution established by the govern- 
'ment of Benito Juarez, all real estate be- 
longing to the church was sequestrated. 
"At that time it was the contention of the 
'church that the radical party sought to 
'destroy it as a spiritual agency, while the 
reformers contended that all they sought 
to accomplish was to keep the church out 
of politics. 
This condition obtained in 


varying degrees, under the presidency of 
Tejada and in the earlier years of Diaz' 
'rule, but, as Diaz gradually arrogated to 
himself these prerogatives and influences 
of a dictator, the power of the radical par- 
lies waned, and in the year 1874 new 
laws were passed which permitted the 
church to acquire and hold property. 


During the next forty years or more 


the church took advantage of its restored 
privileges and sought to safeguard its in- 
terests against further attacks in every 
possible way. 
However, reform hostility 


continued 1o manifest itself beneath the 
surface and after Disz passed from the 
scene, it asserted itself more openly, with 
the,result that in 1917. after the culmin- 
ation of revolutionary events, we find the 
provision of the constitution of 1857 re- 
affirmed in the new constitution of 1917. 
Under the new constitution the sequestra- 
tion of church property was not only 
provided for. but it required that clergy- 
men of all denominations be native born 
Mexicans and expressly forbade any po- 


litical activity on their part. 
These pro- 


visions, however, were not enforced. For 
nearly nine years they remained a dead 
letter. The Calles government, on Febru- 
ary last, announced its decision to put 
them into force. 
It also issued orders for 


the arrest and deportation of all priests 
not native born. 


This is a brief summary of the back- 


ground to the crisis which has just arisen, 
and which is due to actual application of 
the provision's of the 1917 constitution. 
There are two sides to every question, and 
there are two sides to the collision in Mex- 
ico between state and church. Calles and 
his party claim that the church has been 
reactionary mm that its interference in 
political affairs has been detrimental to 
the welfare of the Mexican people, both 
politically and socially. 
These charges 


the church deeply resents. Dr. Constan- 
tino E. MeGuire. in an article in the July 
issue of Current History, describes the 
church in Mexico as the one source of 
education down to the end of the colonial 


. period, the author of all charitable work 
down almost to our own time, and the vic- 
tim of a century of persecution. 
The at- 


tack upon the church. Dr. McGuire says, 
is the attack of "a handful of military 
tyros, briefless lawyers and other profes- 
sional men who are the beneficiaries of the 
revolutionary tendencies. 


It is not for the people of the United 


States to judge the merits of the strug- 
gle in Mexico. Doubtless there is much 
to be said on the side of the church and 
much on the side of the state. That it is 
an emotional struggle is evidenced by the 
state. The issue is going to shake Mexico 
to the roots, religiously and politically. In 
the end the church will have to relinquish 
whatever political hold it may have pos- 
sessed. 
On the other hand, .it cannot be 


subjected to persecution that will not in 
time react to its own benefit-and a restor- 
ation of its religious and just' property 
rights. 


SENATOR CUMMINS 


The death of Senator A. B. Cummins 


is a genuine loss to American public ser- 
vice. 
While it is true that his defeat in 


the recent primary by Sniith AV. Brook- 
hart as good as terminated his career in 
the senate, nevertheless, there was much 
left to him of influence and sound coun- 
sel. 


Mr. Cummins was one of the authors 


of the famous Esch-Cummins Railway bill, 
which has been a storm center' of discus- 
sion and opinion. Thus far it has with- 
'stood the assaults of its opponents, and 
there is no doubt that it has performed a 
useful function in bringing order into the 
railway world out of the chaos occasioned 
by the AVorld war and the depleted phys- 
ical and financial condition of the rail- 
roads following government operation. 
Mr. Cummins 
was 
also the 
author 


of 
many 
important pieces 
of legis- 


lation, he was an able debater and a 
man of high ability. 
He was the out- 


standing political figure of the Mid-AVest 
and had been'for many years. 


A'lbert Cummins was a clean fighter, 


a man 
of absolute integrity and a 


wholesome influence 
in our political 


life. 
Probably no more significant trib- 


ute could be paid his memory than that 
expressed by Mr. Brookhart. who defeat- 
ed him at the June primary, when he said, 
"Mpst of my political life has been spent 
side by side with Senator Cummins. Later 
disagreements could not-wipe out mem- 
ories of those days. For fifteen years his 
picture has hung in my office, beside that 
of Abraham Lincoln." 


And this is the man Iowa, after 25' 


years of conspicuous and faithful service 
uniformly progressive and in the interest 
of the people, deserted at the last pri- 
marv.

NO USE OF HAVING BAD TONSILS 


A woman aged 37 has suffered with attacks of 


quinsy since she was 16. at least one attack each 
year, sometimes two. At the age of 32 she had her 
tonsils removed. Still she has quinsy. She says she 
hss consulted many doctors in the attempt to pre- 
vent or abort attacks: her throat has been lanced 
repeatedly, but with relief only a few times. The at- 
tacks are not so severe- since the tonsils were- re- 
moved, but they still last a few days. 


Quinsy is abscess, a "gathering" in the tissues of 


the throat near or around the tonsil. Like a. collcc 
tion of pus (matter) anywhere else, the sooner it is 
drained the better. "Lancing:" sometimes fails to 
give any relief because the doctor fails to find the 
abscess. -I have never had quinsy, 
but from 
the 


great suffering which attends the attack I judge I 
should prefer to have my throat lanced again and 
again rather than endure such prolonged suffering 
as the vicMm of this disease must endure, if he 
waits for the abscees to "break." Lancing is no 
fun—that is. for the subject; for that matter, 
it 


isn't a task the doctor revels In, either. Yet I can 
think of no other medical or surgical 
service 
a 


doctor can. render which gives so much relief as 
this—as a rule. 


In many instances, the removal of the tonsils 


does put an end to the annual bout with quinsy. The 
nest or depot of the infection, the flaring up of 
which brings on the attack of quinsy is probably 
within the tonsil in most cases. Complete removal 
of the infected tonsil therefore ends the trouble. 


A man aged 21 says his tonsils have been infect- 


ed for over five months and asks whether operation 
is the only cure. He has "Ben 
Told" by 
several 


friends that it is dangerous to have tonsils removed 
because the tonsils absorb poisons in certain dis- 
eases such as diphtheria. 


Normal tonsils probably serve some such func- 


Aon in childhood, at any rate. The lymphoid cells 
:hey give off have 
some pagocytic action,—they 


:end to destroy disease germs in the throat and 
mouth. Perhaps the crypts or openings in the^,ton- 
sils receive disease germs and the tonsil cells de- 
stroy the germs there, the detritus being extruded 
rom the crypts in.to the throat and mouth. But ail 
his is conditional upon, normal state. When the 
onals are infected or diseased, they are dangerous 
o keep in the throat and the sooner they are re- 
moved the better for the individual's health.

X-ray treat- 
lent is not only useless but even harmful in cases 
f infected or diseased tonsils.

bout the tonsils.

In childhood the tonsils are normally rather large 
nd prominent. The judgment of a family physician 
s better than the half baked impulse of the born 
racialist in deciding whether or not the large ton- 
ils of a child call for any treatment.
